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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
09/829,845, filed on April 10, 2001. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure: Matos (US 2003/0233129), Upton et al 
(US 6,141,037), Shipp (US 5,408,268), Wilk (US 5,368,015), Uchikubo (US 6,602,185) , 
and Terada (US 4,310,228). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 29-30 is indicated because the prior art of record does not show or fairly suggest 
an endoscope apparatus having in its endoscope both the wireless transmitter provided 
in the image information signal transmission path in the endoscope for transmitting the 
image information signal and a reception circuit also provided in the endoscope for 
receiving a designation signal from a wireless receiver that received the image 
information signal transmitted from the transmitter(i.e., for receiving the image 
information signal as recited in claim 29). It is noted while the patent to Terada (US 
4,310,228) discloses an endoscope apparatus having both a transmitter and a receiver, 
this receiver is not located in the endoscope unit or signal transmission path and is not 
functioned as a reception circuit so that an antenna in the wireless transmitter can be 
used for both transmitting and receiving purposes.
